owned or controlled by the same inter- 
ests that are back of any other com- 
pany. 

Solve Trust Problem. 

“It is probable, therefore, that this 
tax in the aggregate would = reach 
$15,000,000 a year, which !s so large 
that it would soon force a ready solu- 
tion of the tobacco trust. If it did not, 
it would yield a handsome revenue to 
the treasury and so handicap the 
trust that it could not carry out its 
progress of crushing independent com- 
panies. 

“The government already has the 
machinery to enforce this tax. Tobacco 
and snuff manufacture in all forms is 
under coniplete pgpovernment control. 
The power to tax to the point of de- 
struction {s unquestioned. It !s sum- 
mary, simple and irresistible. BE 78t 
succeeds in this line of manufacture 
it may succeed in others.”

Washington, June i5.—The senate 
“lobby” investigating committee de- 
cided tonight to extend its present in- 
quiry into a sweeping investigation of 
all organized efforts that heve been 
made to influence action upon legisla- 
tion of any kind pending before con- 
gress, or under consideration in the 
recent past. 

This action was determined upon at 
the end of the afternoon session, after 
several senators had added to the tes- 
timony already given, tending to show 
that well organized and vigorous work 
is being done by commercial interests 
upon the sugar, wool and other tariff 
issues. The committee decided to sub- 
poena practically all persons thus far 
mentioned by senators as among their 
“tariff callers,” and to learn the exact 
nature of all organized work that is 
being directed toward influencing any 
member of congress upon-any subject. 
Efforts of the committee will be cen- 
tered first upon the sugar fight: next 
upcn wool, and after that a full inves- 
gation will be made that will take in 
activities of prohibiton and liquor “lov- 
bies,”” the Alaskan railroad forces, la- 
bor unions, farmers’ protective organi- 
vations and practically all other organ- 
ized bodies that have carried on pub- 
licity campaigns, “endless chain” let- 
ter writing or other means of influ- 
encing members of the senate or house. 

“New Lobby” Found. 

Senator Overman, chairman of the 
committee, said today that he believed 
the investigation already had estab- 
lished the fact that powerful influence 
was wielded upon senators by the or- 
ganized forces conducting campaigns to 
mold or influence public opinion.

“My husband was at home for lunch 
and in the evening at the hours he 
has stated on the day of the murder.

Macon, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)— 
Two hundred members of the Georg!s 
_ Association of the Deaf are in Macon) 
attending the third annual convention 
of the association. The principal |

' of the state school for the deaf now! 
located at Cave Springs and it ig 
probable that tomorrow the conven- 
tion will vote to ask the legislature 
to establish the school in Macon, as 
the most central point in the state. 

It is claimed that the Cave Springs | 
is inaccessible and therefore 
does not benefit the deaf people of 
the state as much as if it were more 
| centrally located. 

A movement was started this morn- 
ing to secure uniform constitution and 
by-laws similar to the one now used 
by the national association. This 
movement is fathered by Ss. W. 
Michaels, of Knoxville, Tenn., who has 
attended several national conven- 
tions. 

Speeches in Sign Language. 

All speeches and discussions in the 
convention today were in the sign 
language. President I, N. Marchman in 
his annual address stated that the as- 
sociation had experienced a rapid 
growth since its organization three 
years ago and stated that already 
through the association much has 
been done to increase the facilities 
for educating the deaf and dumb of 
the state and urged the members to 
continue their efforts along that line. 

In discussing the movement to have 
a centrally located state school Mr. 
Marchman stated that he was in full 
sympathy with such a plan and 
thought the lttle deaf and dumb 
children of south Georgia should be 
given facilities for securing an edu- 
cation. 

Addresses were delivered this morn- 
ing by a number of well-known Ma-

of the city.

IS CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Thomas F. arias 2 Never Held 
Office Until After He Passed 
Seventieth Year. 


Savannah, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)— 
Captain Thomas F. Screven, sheriff 06 
Chatham county, died this morning, 
He was 79 
years old. 

For several months Captain Screven 
had been seriously ill, due to advanced 
age and a general breakdown. For 
years he had been in feeble health, but 
he was not a man who would give up 
as long as he nad the strength to keep 
him on his feet. 

Captain Screven was the son of Dr.

Confederate Dead in Indiana 
Are Lauded on Memorial Day 


Editor Constitution: During the winter of 
1863-4 about sixteen hundred confederate 
soldiers died while prisoners at Camp Mor- 
ton in this city, and were buried here in 
Greenlawn cemetery. On the 30th of May, 
1898, the writer purchased some flowers and 
accompanied by perhaps a dozen comrades, 
repaired to this cemetery and decorated the 
Sraves of these southern soldiers. My per- 
sonal esteem for the valor of the soldiery of 
the south had many times suggested the idea 
of paying tribute to their memory, and the 
generous response of the young men of the 
southern states to the call issued by Presi- 
dent McKinley in 1898 impelled me to thus 
honor these brave men sleeping within our 
borders, regardless of any censure my act 
might bring upon me. The following year 
we again decorated the confederate soldiers’ 
grgves, and the local press commended our 
action. In 1900 the grand army took th» 
matter off my hands, and have ever since 
conducted these Memorial Day services for 
both the confederate and union soldiers who 
are buried in this cemetery. This year twv 
young men delivered addresses, one for the 
Gray, and the other for the Blue. And this 
brings me to the purpose of my letter to 
you. Mr. Edward W. Holdt, a young at- 
torney of this city, delivered the address oh 
behalf of the Gray on May 30 last, and I 
am enclosing a copy of his address which I 
believe will commend itself to you and your 
people. 

In this connection I might mention 
another matter which would no doubt be 
an item of interest to your readers. The fed- 
eral government has erected a monument 
in Greenlawn cemetery at a cost of $8,900), 
bearing on a bronze tablet the names of the 
confederate soldiers who are buried here. 
It has occurred to me that these names should 
be published in some paper of general cir- 
culation in the south, so that their friends 
might have an opportunity of learning their 
place of burial. If your paper would care 
to publish such a list I would Be glad to 
forward the same to you for that purpose. 

I was a soldier in the union army, but 
have the highest regard for the valor and 
sincerity of purpose of the soldiers of the 
confederacy.

New York, June 5.—Some of therea. 
sons why baseball players in the big 


leagues want to change the system 


under which they are farmed out to 
minor league clubs at salaries less than 
those called for in their original con- 
tracts, are contained in a letter writ- 
ten by David L. Fultz, president of the 
Baseball Players’ fraternity, to August 
Herrmann, chairman of the national 
commission, and made public today, 

“There can be no intelligent denfal,* 
reads Mr. Fultz’'s letter, “of the sounéd- 
ness of the principle that so long as 
the player is held under a signed 
contract he must rece‘ve the salary the 
contract calls for. The common prac- 
tice of forcing men to go to other 
teams and allowing these teams arbi- 
trerily to cut their salaries can have 
neither legal nor moral justification 

‘You say after the player is trans- 
ferred it is a matter of negotiation 
between him and his new owner. How 
can it be a question of negotiation 
when the plaver is compelled to sign 
with one particular team or quit his 
prefession? There can be no negotia- 
tion when one party is absolutely at 
the mercy of the other; it then be- 
comes a question of duress. 

“When the situation is reversed and 
the major league recruit plays far bet- 
ter ball than he is expected to, he 
can’t ‘welch’ on his agreement and 
refuse to play unless he gets more 
money. Why, then, should the owner 
have the right to withdraw from his 
contract when he finds his bargain is 
not quite as good as he expected?”

Proctor, secretary of the Corsicana Pe- 
troleum company and the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum company, of Texas, testifying 
tod before special commissioner 
in the $99,000,000 penalty suit institut- 
ed by the state of Texas against the 
Standard Oil companies of New York 
and New Jersey, the Magnolia and Cor- 
sicana companies and sixteen individ- 
uals, declared that prior to the dis- 
solution of the Navarro Refining com- 
(pany, predecessor of the Magnolia, 
H. C,; Folger, Jr., and C. N. Payne, of 
New York, transferred 1,798 2-3 shares 
of stock in the Navarro company to 
him for which he gave nothing in re- 
turn. Messrs. Payne and Folger are 
among the defendants to the present 
suit. 

When the Navarro company was dis- 
solved by court order as operating in 
Violation of the anti-trust laws of 
Texas, Payne and Folger, Proctor said, 
did not appear as stockholders. 

“Did they (Payne and Folger) tell 
was done to avoid the 
suspicion likely if they were known as 
owners?” asked Attorney Maury, of 
counsel for the state.

Proctor, secretary of the Corsicana Pe- 
troleum company and the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum company, of Texas, testifying 
tod before special commissioner 
in the $99,000,000 penalty suit institut- 
ed by the state of Texas against the 
Standard Oil companies of New York 
and New Jersey, the Magnolia and Cor- 
sicana companies and sixteen individ- 
uals, declared that prior to the dis- 
solution of the. Navarro Refining com- 
(pany, predecessor of the Magnolia, 
H. C, Folger, Jr., and C. N. Payne, of 
New York, transferred 1,798 2-3 shares 
of stock in the Navarro company to 
him for which he gave nothing in re- 
turn. Messrs. Payne and Folger are 
among the defendants to the present 
suit. 

When the Navarro company was dis- 
solved by court order as operating in 
Violation of the anti-trust laws of 
Texas, Payne and Folger, Proctor said, 
did not appear as stockholders. 

“Did they (Payne and Folger) tell 
you that this was done to avoid the 
suspicion likely if they were known as 
owners?” asked Attorney Maury, of 
counsel for the state. 
“They did not tell 
Proctor replied. 

At the time the Navarro company 
was dissolved after an existence of 
about two years. Proctor testified he 
returned the stock to its original own- 
ers. 

Proctor was on the stand all of to- 
day. He asserted that oil purchased by 
the Magnolia company, of the Huasteca 
‘Petroleum company, of Mexico, had 
been transported in carriers of the 
Standard Oil company, of New York.
